The capacity of the baby 
food is often an amazing one. It 
is my belief that when a mother 
has to wrestle with formulas her- 
self instead of having them advised 
by a pediatrician, her tendency is 
to give too little food.

The amount of food will be 
increased every week or two as the 
baby gains weight.
